LINCOLN  MUSEUM 
RECEIVES  GIFTS 

The  Lincoln  Museum  has  re- 
ceived two  documents  and  a 
special  Lincoln  Victory  Quilt,  it 
was  announced  this  week  by  Dr. 
R.  Gerald  McMurtry,  museum 
curator  and  Director  of  the  Lin- 
coln National  Life  Foundation. 

The  documents  were  presented 
to  the  museum  by  Robert  P.  Hurley, 
vice  president  of  Geyer-Oswald  ad- 
vertising agency,  Detroit,  on  behalf 
of  his  mother  Mrs.  William  B.  Hur- 
ley. 

Both  documents  were  commissions 
issued  to  a  Jean  Baptiste  Sauvan,  a 
maternal  ancestor  who  was  a  French 
counsel  to  the  U.S.  under  Abraham 
Lincoln  and  Andrew  Johnson. 

The  major  document  is  one  issued 
on  September  27,  1862  by  Abraham 
Lincoln  and  William  H.  Seward, 
Secretary  of  State,  commissioning 
Sauvan  a  vice  counsel  of  France  in 
Baltimore,  Md.  It  bears  both  Lincoln 
and  Seward's  signatures,  and  is 
issued  in  the  name  of  Amedee  Sau- 
van —  evidently  another  name  used 
by  Sauvan. 

The  second  document  is  an  ap- 
pointment by  Andrew  Johnson, 
naming  Sauvan  a  counsel  of  France 
at  Richmond,  Va. 

Both  documents  have  been  as- 
sessed and  have  a  combined  value 
of  approximately  $700. 

Dr.  McMurtry  noted  that  counsel 
commissions  bearing  Lincoln's  name 
are  quite  rare. 

The  quilt  was  sewn  by  a  Mrs. 
Rachel  Glodfelty  of  Connesville, 
who  sent  it  to  a  son  David  Thorpe 
a  member  of  the  Union  Army.  It 
bears  a  unique  four-color  design 
which  Mrs.  Glodfelty  called  the 
"Lincoln  Victory  Quilt"  design. 

Mr.  George  Thorpe,  a  son  of  David 
Thorpe,  Souix  Falls,  S.  D.,  presented 
the  quilt  to  the  museum  through 
George  Eccarius,  Lincoln  National 
Life  General  Agent  in  Souix  Falls. 
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MacDoiiald  Named  to 
Advisory  Council  of  U.S 

Andrew  M.  MacDonald,  assistant 
vice  president  and  manager-Latin 
American  reinsurance  has  been  ap- 
pointed a  vice  chairman  of  the  Inter- 
national Insurance  Advisory  Coun- 
cil of  the  U.S.  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce. 

The  appointment  is  for  a  two-year 
term.  MacDonald

70"  X  80"  The  maker  of  this  quilt  was  not 
only  able  to  obtain  the  autographs  of  Pres- 
ident Lincoln  and  many  of  his  U.S.  Army 
generals,  but  is  said  also  to  have  earned  this 
piece  with  her  from  Tennessee  through  the 
Tebel  lines  to  Cincinnati  and  back  again. 
The  white  areas  in  the  flag  and  several  of  the 
white  hexagons  bear  the  delicately  inked 
names.  One  wonders  if  she  sent  the  small 
nieces  to  these  illustrious  gentlemen,  as  we 
now  send  pieces  of  autograph  qui  ts  to 
favorite  movie  stars,  waiting  anxiously  tor 
the  scraps  to  return,  perhaps  through  those 
same  enemy  lines,  name  in  place  and  note 
attached.  She  finished  the  quilt  in  the  proper 
Victorian  style,  with  ribbon,  cording,  and 
tassels.

20  Applique  and  pieced-cotton  Nunda  Lodge  Quilt,  1865,  McHenry  County,  Illinois.  82  x  82  .  The  sheer 
patriotic  enthusiasm  of  this  quilt  almost  diverts  the  viewer's  attention  from  the  intricacies  of  the  design  and 
workmanship.  The  maker  or  makers  certainly  got  everything  in  it  that  held  meaning  for  them  and  tor  many 
other  people  at  this  end-of-the-war  era.  There  is  no  doubt  of  the  Union  sympathies  and  who  the  heroes  werel 
"Pure  Water"  may  have  been  a  reference  to  the  Temperance  Movement,  ever  present  m  the  last  halt  ot  the 
nineteenth  century.  (Chicago  Historical  Society,  Chicago,  Illinois) 
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21  Pieced  applique,  and  embroidered  cotton  summer  quilt,  c.  1865.  83«"  x  78".  This  quilt  was  undoubtedly 
made  by  several  people  as  a  friendship  or  presentation  piece,  perhaps  for  a  bride  or  a  local  minister.  There  are 
many  personal  references-pets,  a  house,  and  so  forth-and  two  poUHcal  blocks,  both  depicting  Lincoln  1  he 
one  in  the  upper  right  is  well  done  and  highly  recognizable.  The  one  at  the  left  edge  center  row,  is  Lincoln  (very 
tall  and  top-hatted)  in  debate  with  Stephen  A.  Douglas  (short  and  hot-tempered).  There  are  signatures  and 
dates,  but  there  is  nothing  that  gives  a  definite  clue  to  the  exact  locale,  except  that  it  was  probably  a  rural  area.

22.  Pieced  cotton  quilt  with  inked  inscriptions,  1865, 
Florence,  Massachusetts.  85"  x  53".  Certainly  a  mother, 
aunt,  sister,  or  fiancee  must  have  lovingly  made  this  quilt 
to  fit  the  cot  of  a  soldier  boy  in  blue.  It  was  apparently 
never  used.  We  can  hope  that  this  was  because  the  war 
ended  and  he  treasured  it  forever,  but  it  is  just  possible 
that  the  sayings  so  carefully  penned  on  it  were  not  as 
pleasing  to  the  ears  of  a  young  man  as  to  the  women  in 
his  Uf  e.  These  are  samples  of  the  kindly  meant  and  moral 
lines:  "Ye  are  Martyrs  in  a  good  cause.'V'Be  true  to 
humanity  and  to  freedom. "/"Touch  not  intoxicating 
drinks. "/"Quiet  Conscience  gives  quiet  sleep."/"Touch 
not  Tobacco— a  curse  on  it."//"REBELS:  They  mock 
our  peaceful  labor/  They  scorn  our  useful  toil/  But  on 
their  vain  pretensions/  The  blow  will  surely  fall!"  This 
quilt  may  even  have  been  a  group  effort  with  each  of 
the  friends  and  relatives  turning  in  a  block.  (America 
Hurrah  Antiques,  N.Y.C.) 


23.  Pieced  and  applique  quilt,  third  quarter  of  the  nine- 
teenth cen^ary,  New  Jersey.  112"  x  96".  Oral  tradition 
has  it  that  this  quilt  was  made  late  in  the  Civil  War  by  a 
wounded  and  discharged  veteran.  The  quilt  was  passed 
down  in  his  family  in  New  Jersey,  the  story  with  it.  Some 
of  the  fine  fabrics  can  be  dated  to  the  earlier  part  of  the 
nineteenth  century,  so  it  may  be  assumed  that  he  came 
from  a  family  that  sewed  and  made  quilts  and  that 
someone — wife,  mother,  or  sister — started  him  on  his 
project  as  occupational  therapy.  There  are  very  expli- 
citly warlike  figures  in  the  center  and  one  border.  The 
center  also  contains  some  things  we  might  call  "a 
soldier's  dreams."  There  are  doves,  perhaps  signifying 
peace,  hearts,  and  ladies  bearing  trays.  These  last  seem 
very  similar  to  a  trademark  (from  the  year  1780)  for  a 
fine  brand  of  chocolate.

It  .s  flanked  by  two  of  the 
familiar Tade  blocks  on  the  left  and  on  the  right.  The  block  next  to  the  eagle  on  the  nght  has  some  f raternal- 
ord^  svmbc^k  There  are  two  men  in  Union  uniforms  in  the  lower  section,  and  a  portrait  and  a  statue  of  wo 
o  her  S  in  he  upTer  portion.  These  may  all  have  been  easily  identifiable  at  the  time  the  quilt  was  created 
The  bi^hca"ref erences  ^re  clear:  Adam  and  Eve,  Abraham  and  Isaac,  David  with  his  harp,  Cain  and  Abe  and 
It;L  and  a  kmMo  mention  a  few.  A  complete  symbolic  chart  of  this  quilt  might  we^  prove  to  be  a  key  to  the 
maker  or  makers  and  the  period  in  which  they  lived.

48.  Pieced,  applique,  embroidered,  and  tied  cot- 
ton quilt,  made  by  the  Rockford  Bowling  League 
of  the  Women's  International  Bowling  Congress, 
1940,  Rockford,  Michigan.  66"  x  78".  Raffle  tickets 
and  signatures  were  sold  and  the  names  were  em- 
broidered on  this  quilt— all  to  help  the  Women's 
International  Bowling  Congress  raise  money  to 
buy  the  things  that  "our  boys  overseas"  surely 
needed.  Thousands  of  dollars  were  raised  through 
many  such  small  efforts  and  Congress  presented 
the  Army  Air  Force  with  a  bomber  for  Christmas 
1942,  and  another  bomber  in  March  1943  was 
named  Miss  WIBC.  There  were  also  assorted 
ambulances  and  other  hardware  sent  overseas  by 
this  patriotic  group  of  women.  A  sidelight  on  this 
bit  of  patriotic  history  is  the  marriage  of  Marge 
Lang- West,  who  worked  on  the  quilt,  to  Lawrence 
Price,  who  won  it  in  the  raffle.  (Collection  of  Mr.

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44  Pieced  applique,  and  embroidered  cotton  quilt, 
commemorating  the  Century  of  Progress  Exhibition  in 
Chicago,  made  by  Mrs.  W.  B.  Lathouse,  1933,  Warren 
Ohio  82"  X  66".  From  left  to  right  the  portraits  are  ot 
highly  recognizable  heroes  of  American  history,  even 
though  the  large  center  one  is  unfinished.  The  inscription 
over  this  portrait  of  Franklin  Delano  Roosevelt  (1933- 
1945)  is  "Hope  of  a  Nation,"  making  it  possible  that  the 
lack  of  features  is  symbolic.  Perhaps  the  maker  of  the 
quilt  intended  to  fill  them  in  after  she  was  more  sure  ot 
his  performance  in  office.  Washington  is  described  as 
"Father  of  Our  Country,"  and  Lincoln  as  The  Eman- 
cipator." The  square-rigger  is  the  Mayflower,  and  the 
airship  is  the  Macon.  The  many  "modem  conveniences 
around  the  border  make  one  sharply  realize  now  that 
fifty  years  have  passed  and  all  things  have  changed 
Note   for  instance,  the  upright  telephone,  upnght 
vacuum  cleaner,  and  steam  locomotive  with  coal  car 
Even  the  forty-eight  stars  on  the  flag  date  the  piece,  and 
certainly  the  bucolic  farm  scene  can  only  be  found  in 
local  museums!

84«"  X  73'^"  The  NRA  blue  eagle,  together  with  the 
motto  "We  Do  Our  Part,"  is  one  of  the  most  lasHng 
symbols  of  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt's  New  Deal  m  spite 
of  the  short  Hfe  of  the  NRA  itself,  which  was  declared 
unconstitutional  after  only  two  years.  The  eagle,  unlike 
his  earher  cousins  with  their  signs  of  war  and  peace 
holds  the  cogwheel  of  industrial  progress  and  bolts  ot 
lightning  to  symbolize  the  burgeoning  electric  power  ot 
America  Note  the  small  embroidered  dollar  signs  and 
the  Prairie  Point  edges  (little  folds  of  cloth  m  red,  white, 
and  blue)  on  the  quilt.  The  tassels  made  of  grocery  sbing 
are  certainly  appropriate,  for  every  grocery  store  ot  the

HANDS  ACROSS  TIME  OPENS  AT  ISM 

INDIANAPOLIS  --  Since  the  early  19th  century,  quilts 
have  played  an  important  role  in  the  lives  of  Hoosier  women. 
Quilting  has  given  them  a  unique  opportunity  to  express 
their  artistic  talents,  political  and  religious  preferences 
and  friendships. 

Saturday,  Feb.  24,  the  Indiana  State  Museum  celebrates 
this  timeless  art  with  the  opening  of  HANDS  ACROSS  TIME 
featuring  20  quilts  from  the  ISM  collection. 

"Friendship  quilts  have  been  one  way  women  can  share 
something  of  themselves  at  a  rite  of  passage  such  as  a 
wedding,"  says  Kathleen  McLary,  ISM  curator  of  Textiles. 
"This  exhibition  provides  the  means  of  looking  at  this  folk 
art  while  highlighting  some  of  the  1500  textiles  in  our 
collection." 

Highlights  of  HANDS  ACROSS  TIME  include  two  unusual 
pieces     —     PoliticaT-*' Ribbon    Flag     (Lincoln)     quilt  and 
Celebrity  quilt. 

McLary    explains    that  "these    textiles    illustrate  two 
important  points.  The  Lincoln  quilt  shows  the  importance  of 
politics  to  women  in  the  19th  century;  the  Celebrity 
quilt    is    an   example   of   how  women  were   impacted  by  mass 
media.
